The Council represents the forward-looking conscience 
and efforts of liberal Southerners to give Democracy a chance 
in the South. Although it is bi-racial in membership and 
staff, it is not exclusively a "race relations" organization.

The Southern Regional Council is a membership organi- 
zation and is controlled by its members who make decisions on 
policy and program.

The la.w further provides that one-third of the^perabers 
shall serve a t rm of one year, one-third a term of two yeaz*s^ 
and one-third a term of three years, to constitute the initial 
National Commission, and thereafter members shall be appointed 
for a terra of three years each, but no member shall serve more 
than two consecutive terms. The National Commission shall meet 
at least once annually. No member of the Commission shall be 
allowed any salary or other compensation for services except 
travel expenses not to exceed $10 per diem. The National 
Commission is further authorized to call special conferences 
of experts who are likewise remunerated and the department of 
State is authorized to provide the necessary Secretariat for 
the Commission. 

The law makes no provision for investigation or security 
clearance of the individual members of the National Commission 
and these members are not considered employees of the Department 
of State and do not come under the provisions of Executive Order 
10450. However, since the Secretary has the responsibility for 
the selection of members of the U. S. National Commission to 
UNESCO the Department ’ of State initiates appropriate inquiries 
on nominees to aid in the selection process. These inquiries are 
usually limited to name checks in national agencies as members do 
not need to have access to classified information of the Department 
of State. 

With respect to Mr. Johnson, this office has been informed 
by the Department's Bureau of International Organization that 
Mr. Johnson is not presently a member of the U. S. National 
Commission for UNESCO. 
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
